ing tendency to violatlone of the pure
food law la indicated by the annual
report of the solicitor of the Depart¬
ment of Agriculture Issued to-day.
The eoücltvr, George p. McCabe. notee
that Uses' violations were reported to
the department during the year, an
increase of 21 per cent over the pre¬
vious year, and of 4 7 per cent more

than the fiscal year lJlft. out of 741
cases prosecuted. rtSl reaul'e<j Jn con-
rletleaa At the end of the year 4«j7
oases wero pending.
The courts displayed disposition to

rr. r. severity In pnnlehlng violations
irt the law. The first |a!I aentence
waa imposed, under the pure fo id act.
and the maximum fin - was Imposed In
tw. lve ..ases The laaxaSnaaa, however.
Is only $30«. ant! the record of la-
reaping; frequent rtolattone seems to

b iggest the need Of heavier penalties.
